Statewide Poll Shows Little Support for Juneau Road/Ferry Project 



Alaskans Prefer Local Projects and Will Not Use the Road to Contact Legislators 



Anchorage, AK - A new statewide poll shows that Alaskans prefer by a 79% to 11% margin 
that the state spend money on local transportation repairs, maintenance, and upgrades 
rather than on the $374 million Juneau Road/Ferry Project. The poll also shows that by an 
even higher margin, 81% to 13%, Alaskans do not plan to use the proposed road/ferry 
project to access the legislature in Juneau. Southeast Alaska residents alone backed 
local repairs, maintenance, and upgrades over the project by a smaller margin, 63% to 26%. 
The poll, conducted by Anne Kays Research (www.haysresearch.com 
ehttp;/ /www. haysresearch.com/> ), was taken on November 9-12 and is available at 
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http: / /www. aktransportation.org/press-releases/november- 19 th-2 00 7 . 



The Juneau Road/Ferry Project, a holdover transportation project proposed by the Murkowski 



Administration, consists of 50 miles of new road that would end at a new ferry terminal on 
the east side of Lynn Canal, 18 ferry miles from Skagway. Travelers would then take 
ferries to Haines or Skagway. The proposed road route is along very steep terrain prone 
to avalanches, rockfalls, and landslides, so a good portion of the project will be among 
the toughest - and most expensive per mile - road construction projects in the country. 



"These poll results demonstrate that the Juneau Road/Ferry Project is not a priority for 8 
of 10 Alaskans, and that almost no one in the state plans to drive to Juneau. Governor 
Palin should cancel this expensive project and use the money for essential transportation 
repairs and maintenance, which only will increase with permafrost melting and increased 
flooding caused by climate change," stated Walt Parker, Anchorage-based former head of the 
state's Department of Highways (now Alaska Department of Transportation) under Governor 
Jay Hammond. 



Lois Epstein, Director of the Alaska Transportation Priorities Project, a non-profit, 
statewide transportation "watchdog" organization stated that "the legislature needs to 
hold oversight hearings on what would not be funded if the Juneau Road/Ferry project moves 
forward, including transportation projects that would benefit the trucking industry and 
relieve congestion in and en route to Anchorage." 



Much of the $244 million in currently-unidentified funds for the project will come from 
the state because federal transportation funding is in decline, resulting in Alaskan 
transportation needs being cancelled, delayed, or scaled back to fund the Juneau 
Road/Ferry project. Osing general fund money could affect non-transportation priorities, 
such as funding for education and municipal revenue sharing. Important state 
transportation projects that may have inadequate funding should the Juneau Road/Ferry 
Project proceed include the Glenn/Seward Highway to Highway connection in Anchorage, 
upgrading the Parks Highway to allow for year-round truck travel, and ensuring the safety 
of existing roads and bridges. 
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Hays Research Group conducted the poll as part of a survey of 400 residents statewide, and 
the margin of error is +/- 4.9%. Only approximately 1 in 10 poll respondents didn't know 
or refused to answer the poll questions.

In November of 1919, President Woodrow Wilson issued his Armistice Day proclamation. The 
last paragraph set the tone for future observances: 

"To us in America, the reflections of Armistice Day will be filled with solemn pride in 
the heroism of those who died in the country's service and with gratitude for the victory, 
both because of the thing from which it has freed us and because of the opportunity it has 
given America to show her sympathy with peace and justice in the councils of the nation." 

Armistice Day is now celebrated as Veterans Day, a day to remind us of sacrifice and 
service to country, a time for reflection, and a time to openly honor our veterans. 
Veterans Day is a time to pay our respect to all veterans for their sacrifices and for 
protecting the freedom we so cherish in America. This year, as an added honor we pay our

Riding with memories and a mission Bob Moore rode out of 
Wasilla at sunrise with the hope of a positive fund raising campaign and "rounding up" a 
group of veterans to attend the anniversary of the "Wall." His ride brought together 
veterans for the cause, in turn a committee was formed and the mission was in place. By 
the time he had ridden from Wasilla to Cantwell and Paxton the Trail Riders had nearly 
540,000 in pledges from major oil companies, native corporations, local business and 
service organizations to support the 25 vets traveling to Washington DC for the 
Anniversary Parade . 

Alaska Airlines, a huge supporter, has designated the flight carrying the delegation to DC 
on November 8th "The Alaska Freedom Bird, " commemorating the Freedom Bird designation of 
the homecoming flights from Vietnam. We expect more than 50,000 veterans and family 
members to join the Alaska delegation for this historic event. 

The wall is the touchstone of a generation, a sacred place for Vietnam veterans, our 
emotional "welcome home." Over 58,000 names are etched in simple black granite as a 
reminder of the cost of freedom and the sacrifice of a generation. 

One "ol' soldier" took on a cause and made a difference. He had memories, haunting 
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memories, and he had a. mission and that mission was the foundation of the Vietnam Veterans 
of America "Never again will one generation of veterans abandon another." 

A new generation is presently continuing the fight for liberty, freedom and the American 
way. Please take the time to welcome home a service member and honor a vet. Don't let this 
generation of soldiers be forgotten for their sacrifices.

WHEREAS, the Alaska Retirement Management Board ("Board") was 
established by law to serve as fiduciary to the funds of the State of Alaska's 
retirement systems, including the Public Employees' Retirement System 
("PERS") and the Teachers Retirement System ("TRS"), (collectively, the 
"Systems"); 

WHEREAS, Mercer Human Resource Consulting, Inc. ("Mercer") was 
retained until December 31, 2005, by the Department of Administration and for 
the benefit of the Department and the Systems, as well as the predecessors to 
the Board, including the boards of the PERS, TRS, and the Alaska State Pension 
Investment Board, to provide competent and professional actuarial services and 
advice; 

WHEREAS, on behalf of the Systems, the State of Alaska Department of 
Law has investigated the performance by Mercer during the period of its 
retention, and the results of such investigations yield strong indicators of 
professional negligence and significant damage to the Systems; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE ALASKA RETIREMENT 
MANAGEMENT BOARD that: 

1. The Board concludes that it is prudent to expend funds necessary 
to pursue claims, including potential litigation, against Mercer based upon the 
investigation undertaken by and for the Department of Law; 

2. The Board urges through this resolution that appropriations be 
approved, in amounts recommended by the Department of Law to fund the 
potential litigation, and that such funds as necessary may be appropriated from 
the funds of the Systems as fair and reasonable costs necessary for the proper 
and prudent administration of those funds; 

3. The Board ratifies and affirms the retention of the law firm of Paul, 
Weiss, Rifkjnd, Wharton & Garrison LLP by the Department of Law as outside 
counsel for the Board and the Systems In connection with the investigation of 
Mercer's performance and any potential litigation arising out of that investigation; 
and 

4. The actions contemplated hereby are a reasonable effort to protect 
and preserve the assets of the Systems.

Subject: Federal Funding/State Budget 

At today's Cabinet meeting, there was brief mention of federal funding for various 
programs. Accordingly, I offer the following perspectives. 

The federal budget is still very much a work in progress. However, looking at the broad 
spectrum of authorizations and appropriations, I'm not at all sure that the State will suffer 
significant reductions in federal programmatic'funding. For the most part, the President 
and Congress are fighting about the level of increases in programs. There is very little 
discussion of actual reductions. 

A good example is the Denali Commission. When all of the sound and fury are over, 1 
suspect that the Commission's budget for FFY '08 will generally approximate the one for 
'07. The same will likely be true for the significant funding streams that flow to Alaska 
Tribes and to rural development. 

Of course, there are differences in the budget approach for the current fiscal year. The 
total number of earmarks will be reduced by about half. This will undoubtedly impact 
some state agencies, such as DF&G, which have relied heavily on earmarks in the past. 
However, a number of previous earmarks for Alaska were never requested by the State and 
do not necessarily fit into the Governor's priorities. Some Commissioners have told me 
that these earmarks are more trouble than they're worth. 

Another difference is that, as mentioned by a couple of people today, the Congressional 
delegation is asking that we provide matching funds to complement most federal earmark 
requests. This was not always a requirement in the past. So, undoubtedly, there will be 
an impact on the State budget, but these earmarks should reflect the Governor's 
priorities. 

One looming problem is funding for surface transportation. If not corrected, the deficit in 
the federal highway trust fund could affect future projects in Alaska. However, since this 
problem is of great concern to all states, my guess is that there will be at least a temporary 
solution even considering the Bush administration's aversion to higher gas taxes. 

If need be, let's talk further about the relationship between the State budget and its federal 
counterpart. In this regard, the President has threatened to veto almost every 
appropriations bill. So, the ultimate solution - whether separate bills, an omnibus 
package, or a continuing resolution beyond mid-December - may be a long time in 
corning.

Construct a bridge across the Wood River and connecting access roads between AteknagiK (nortft shore) 
and the Dillingham-AIeknagik Road (south shore). This will provide a surface connection that will tie the north and 
south sides of Aleknagik together. Currently, residents must use boats in the summer months and cross on ice 
when the river is frozen in the winter. Aleknagik students must cross to attend high school in Dillingham. There 
averages a death every other year crossing. The community has indicated a willingness to assume the Aleknagik 
Airport on the north shore once this bridge connection provides access to the regional airport approximately 20 
miles away in Dillingham. . 

Under normal scoring criteria, this (and other rural bridge projects) would not score very well. Previous 
federal and state actions have funded the environmental and design phases. The $14 million GO bond funds are 
to fund the actual bridge construction.

I'm so pleased to join you as you begin the process of mapping out the best route for the 
Railbeit Grid for the next 20-30 years. 

Thanks to Rep. Norm Rokeberg for securing the appropriation to fund the Railbeit Electrical 
Grid Authority (REGA) study. 

(pause) 

My administration has set forth the basic building blocks for a comprehensive Alaska energy 
policy. 

Our policy has one goal - affordable, reliable energy for all of Alaska now - and in the future. 
To achieve this goal we must focus on: 

• Conservation and energy efficiency 

• New fuel sources 

• Sustainable energy projects 

• Comprehensive planning 

Conservation and energy efficiency are "low-hanging fruit." Every Alaskan organization, 
business and household should have a program of examining its energy consumption and 
looking for ways to reduce monthly bills. 

Savings of 10 to 30 percent can be realized through simple measures such as lighting retrofits, 
energy efficient appliances and weatherization. 

The state can lend a hand through programs such as AHFC's weatherization program and 
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AEA's energy cost reduction program. 

Through the energy cost reduction program we are helping the Anchorage School District 
reduce its utility bills by $4.6 million over the next 15 years through lighting retrofits, better 
HVAC controls and other efficiency measures. 

(pause - New Fuel Sources) 

Rate-payers throughout Alaska are suffering from high energy costs due to increases in crude 
oil prices and higher prices for declining natural gas stocks. 

Some Alaskans have reacted by calling for massive state subsidies for renewable or 
alternative fuel projects. However, those projects must be economically practical. 

We must determine the availability of renewable and alternative fuels to the load centers. That 
is why my Administration is assembling a state-wide inventory of energy sources, 

The Alaska Energy Inventory Project is a joint effort by the Department of Natural Resources 
and AEA to inventory and compile all available data on Alaskan energy resources suitable for 
electrical power generation and space-heating. 

The data will be accessible to the public through a web-based, interactive map. This inventory 
is building on work initiated by AEA and the Renewable Alaska Energy Project (REAP) in 
producing the Alaska Renewable Energy Atlas. 

(pause) 

28 States and the District of Columbia have established Renewable Energy Portfolio 
Standards (mandatory) or Goals (voluntary). The most ambitious of these programs are aiming 
for 25% renewable energy by 2025. 

Thanks to our abundant hydropower, Alaska is already producing more than 24 percent of its 
electricity from renewable sources. 

Increasing the use of renewable energy is in the long-term best interest of the state. We will 
work on a renewable energy goal as part of our strategic energy plan. 

(pause - Sustainable Energy Projects) 

Government funding of power projects in Alaska should only be used to complement - not 
displace - private capital. If state funds are used to support an energy project, priority should 
be given to sustainable projects. 

Sustainable projects are those that, at a minimum, generate revenues sufficient to pay the 
costs of management, operation, maintenance, renewal and replacement. 

These costs may be lowered through comprehensive planning, in some instances 
regionalization of management structures, and the use of alternatives with costly diesel- 
generation used all too frequently across Alaska. 

(pause - Comprehensive planning) 

Comprehensive planning will help guide the efficient use of financial resources. Our overall 
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goal of affordable, reliable energy applies to all areas of the state. 

However, due to distinct challenges we will be working on developing a plan that established 
goals for each geographic region that includes southeast, rural and the railbelt. 

In the Railbelt, we could achieve economies and efficiencies of scale if all six utilities worked 
together on how we will replace aging generation, find new fuel sources, accommodate a 
growing population base and produce electricity at a price rate-payers can afford. That is why I 
am encouraged to see so many interested stakeholders here todayl 

Our energy future could require investments beyond the reach of any one Railbelt utility. This 
underscores the need for cooperation. I challenge all of you to work together to achieve our 
goal of establishing the secure, sustainable energy future we all need. 

The economic well-being of the state is dependent on affordable, reliable energy. An 
inadequate supply or over-priced energy can be a deterrent to private investment resulting in 
lost expanded business opportunities and jobs. 

Think about our opportunity here - to put Alaska on a stronger economic footing for future 
generations, I wish you the best in this conference and the REGA study and I stand ready to 
assist you in your efforts.

Tomorrow Barbara Lee is releasing the 4 th of her series of reports on women governors. (Karen Breslau 
used her work as the introduction to the Newsweek article in which you were featured.) 
They did not mention you specifically in the media advisory (below), although most likely when Ms. Lee 
presents her findings during the news conference, your name will come up. For example, you're the only 
non-incumbent who won . 

I've looked over the report and here are the excerpts where you are mentioned. 
Beth Leschper 

Positioning Women to Win 

When we began studying the results of the 1 998 elections, only 16 
women had served as governor in the entire 225-year history of the 
United States. Today, that number has risen to 29. Nine women 
governors currently serve as the chief executive in their states:, Alaska, 
Arizona, Connecticut, Delaware, Hawaii, Kansas, Louisiana, Michigan 
and Washington. 

Among these are five incumbent women governors who were re-elected 

in 2006, the first year in which a class of women governors 

this large stood for re-election. The results were extremely encouraging. 

The two Republicans and three Democrats won by significant margins. 
Four skillfully prevented serious opposition; only one drew a real threat 
and, in the end, she won handily. Among the six non-incumbent women 
candidates for governor in 2006, only one - Sarah Palin of Alaska - 
succeeded. 

The Republican candidates for governor included: Kerry Healey (MA), 
. Linda Lingle (HI), Sarah Palin (AK), M. Jodi Rell (CT) and Judy Baar 
Topinka (IL). 

The largely Republican business community of Alaska initially 
contributed to former Democratic Governor Tony Knowles instead of the 
upstart Republican nominee Sarah Palin because they knew him, didn't 
know her and didn't believe she could win - despite the fact that she 
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defeated a sitting governor in her primary. 

In Alaska, Tony Knowles suggested in debates that the complexity and 
economics of the oil pipeline were beyond Sarah Palin's experience. 
It is easier for incumbent governors to sidestep this pitfall because they've had 
a chance to establish credibility on their money management skills. In Kansas, 
Kathleen Sebelius touted her many small savings as a symbol of her care with 
bigger expenditures and excellent record on streamlining government. 

It is worth noting that Jodi Rett of Connecticut, who ran on ethics and 
education, and who, as Lt. Governor, succeeded her governor following his 
indictment, was overwhelmingly re-elected. Sarah Palin of Alaska, who first 
came to statewide attention by challenging the propriety of her own party's 
representatives on Alaska's Oil and Gas Conservation Commission, was a 
surprise primary and general election winner. 

Over and over we heard that an experienced, integrated team is at the core of 
every winning gubernatorial campaign - and the lack of 
one is the first sign of a campaign in trouble. (Challenger Sarah Palin was the 
exception. Those interviewed on the Alaska race likened her election to the 
outcome of a movement, rather than the result of a well-executed campaign.) 

As the non-incumbent candidates discovered, the making of a "populist" may 
be easier said than done, but circumstances can help as they did in Alaska. 
There, Sarah Palin beat an incumbent governor against a backdrop of 
corruption charges.

I am responding to your email dated November 27, 2007 sent to Cheryl Fuglestad. First of all it is not 
Cheryl Fuglestad job to notify all the interested parties. And I am sure that Cheryl does not have the time 
or money to notify all interested parties of DOT'S Plan. Jt is the states job to assure the public is notified 
according to Alaska Statutes. 

On November 25, 2007 Cheryl Fuglestand informed me the compromise committee consisted of herself, 
Janet Boiling and Bobbi Riely.

A self nominated committee as this 
does not have the power or the tegal right to represent the community, again the state has a process for 
this type of action. 

Ron, your inference to a witch-hunt by Cheryl asking for the individual's names, dates and content of the 
complaint is unfounded. If it Is a jet skier who is complaining, then you need to allow the "public" to 
discuss the concerns and try to figure out if there are solutions to the complaint, just as if it were anything 
else. Again, this is public information and for you, Ron, to twist your authority to decide whose complaints 
are public and whose are not, should be backed up in writing so everyone is playing by the same rules. I 
don't see in Cheryl's email that she or anyone else has placed a higher concern on jet skis and wave 
runners than anything else. She is just asking so that the user group can be part of the process and to 
insure that their complaints are addressed. This is not a witch-hunt as you allude to. It's the right to have 
all the necessary information in front of us to make well informed decisions AND TO INCLUDE ALL 
AFFECTED PARTIES. 

Please consider this a formal request that you send me a written record of all complaints that you have 
received regarding Willow Lake. This includes the phone calls you have received as the phone calls 
are considered public information and written complaints received by mail or email. This request is made 
under the Public Information Act

The program proposed by UAF is to provide a curriculum for those that will be involved in fisheries in the 
broader sense {beyond biological management). In particular, this curriculum would be for participants in 
the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing industry (processors, marketers etc) or as a policy maker involved in 
the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be 
able to intelligently participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risen 
considerably. In order to be successful in this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers 
and understand the potential return on long term investments in gear, vessels, and permits. Into that 
equation, fishermen need to be able to read fishery stock assessments For trends, age class strengths, 
recruitment curves - much as one would read a stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an 
increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at fisheries management bodies such as the 
Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC. While there will always be a need for people to speak plain and simple 
from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there is also a need for a level of understanding by some 
participants and decision makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries world-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ 
questionable science - with dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and 
a fast-track into the popular press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same 
publicity. Participants in fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between "good" science and 
"headline" science and not be swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are involved in fisheries have varied backgrounds. As a case in point, I 
currently sit on the NPFMC. While I have fished commercially since 1 981, and have worked as a Fishery 
Biologist 1 (Land Use), have a college degree - 1 have never had a class in fisheries management - ) 
have degree in forestry. Most of what I learned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at 
the elbow of some very patient people during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiations, Board of 
Fishery and Council meetings. A program like the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along 
the way - especially today as I try to explain current fishery management issues to local fishermen. While 
there are many good knowledgeable people active in fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we al! 
could have benefited greatly from a program that is being proposed. On the flip side, there are also many 
people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but very little acquaintance with factual 
information. The proposed program would have positive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, I believe the time to start is now as things are likely 
to become more complex in the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.

Senator Huggins, as you are aware the homeowners on Willow Lake have been 
meeting with Ron Stroman, Chief Aviation Leasing for the DOT regarding Willow Lake; 
seaplane operation issues, the banning of jet skis, dock fees and some other issues. It 
is unfortunate that you were not able to attend our meeting in October as it was lively 
and both sides left with different conclusions. Ron has repeatedly stated that he is "pro 
aviation" and because of that I feel he is not capable of being unbiased which has cause 
for concern by myself and other landowners. 

Ron was to meet with one of our home owner representatives Cheryl Fuglestad, as well 
as a representative of Willow Air to come up with a Lake Use Plan which has now been 
named "Aviation Safety Plan 3 final draft". Due to timing issues this meeting has been 
postponed until after the holiday's but Ron gave us a draft to review. It was agreed that 
we would try to compromise, both, the sea plane operations and the home owners. 
Agree to a plan we could both live with. The only reference of compromise I see is the 
addition of buoys for lanes, and the rest are lake restrictions for the lake users. It has 
become obvious that this is not going to work and urge your help and cooperation in 
resolving some issues before we all incur legal costs. 

Willow Lake has been a multi use lake for over 40 years with no recorded or reported 
accidents to date. I find it curious as to why all of a sudden the State feels that lake 
restrictions are to be made. It still is unclear as to how this lake became a sea plane 
lake as in a 2003 Study it clearly stated that the lake was unfit to be one for numerous 
reasons. But Ron explained that the State has the ability to make minor changes to the 
study, and made it one anyway without any notification to the landowners. 

If there truly are issues I would assume they would be environmental in nature. The 
noise study reflected that there is a valid concern and suggests that the planes make 
adjustments to their take off pattern to accommodate this. There is a small island where 
sea birds nest and I feel because of the planes getting so close to their nests during 
take off the numbers have reduced. There was increased plane activity on the lake this 
summer somewhat due to the purchasing of aviation fuel. This truly concerns me 
because of the possibility of lake contamination. I would like to know if there is an 
environmental fuel spillage response plan in effect, and a kit readily available in case of 
spillages for this commercial operation; and if the state is monitoring it. 

I purchased my property on the lake this past year to build my retirement home. When I 
purchased this a title search was completed, and nowhere did it state that this lake was 
a sea plane lake and managed by DOT vs. DNR and any restrictions against this 
property. He states it was my responsibility to do the research, how would I know. 

In April I had a well drilled for $8000. I paid premium dollar on the property because of 
it being on the lake and now I am afraid to put much of a building on it until this matter is 
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resolved. Thus said, costing me more dollars with the possibility of rising costs of building 
materials. If the lake access is restricted I feel that my property value will surely plummet as 
will my neighbors and I will never be able to recoup my costs. 

I know that Linda Holzman has been in contact with you recently regarding this issue and 
bringing other matters to light. This seems to be an un-resolvable issue in its present state 
because of personalities and Ron's commitment to the aviation. 

I thank you in advance for your prompt attention and resolution to this matter.

I enjoyed talking with you and catching up a few days ago. Sounds like you have been busy 
lately, which is to be expected. 1 hope you're enjoying the job and responsibilities. 



Thanks for taking the time to discuss the ANWR issue and the role Arctic Power can and 
does play in working to advocate for responsible development of ANWR. I have been a 
member of Arctic Power since it was formed and have been advocating for ANWR development 
since the late 1980' s. I will admit that I am somewhat of a zealot on the issue. 



My initial goal is to maintain a presence in the Governor's budget as we continue to 
develop the role Arctic Power will play over the next several years. Quite honestly, I 
hope that we can convince you and Governor Palin that additional investment is well 
justified given the potential for long term revenues from ANWR, the obstacles and 
challenges that are likely to come into play over the next several years, and the risk of 
having ANWR's coastal plain designated wilderness, which would put it off limits for 
development, likely forever, but certainly for the foreseeable future. 
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I have attached the letter I drafted last year when we were successful in getting $120,000 

appropriated. I think all of the arguments still apply. Here are some of the reasons why 

I think funding for Arctic Power should be continued and increased for the next several 
years: 



1. National Elections and what is expected to be a relatively big turnover in Congress. 
All of the new members and their staff will need to be educated on the ANWR issue, as well 
as new staff of returning members. Our efforts coordinate with other interest groups who 
are supportive of the issue but we are the only group that really has the ANWR issue as a 
single focus. I know that the Governor's office will be doing office visits and education 
on Alaskan issues but their focus will and should be much broader. Arctic Power has 
significant name ID associated with the ANWR issue. The effort is time consuming and 
updated educational materials will be necessary- You are aware of the materials generated 
by Arctic Power in the past and I have asked our very limited staff to put together some 
packets of that information for the Administration and to help with our efforts with the 
legislature on the funding issue. Arctic Power still has a presence in D.C. and are 
contacted by and contact various media on a regular basis. It has of course been somewhat 
limited because we only have funding for a one person office in D.C. and he is stretched 
very, very thin. Fortunately, he is also an avid supporter of the issue and is doing the 
best he can to manage. 



2. Helping to coordinate the lobbying effort and educational process. We have built up 
considerable contacts and relationships over the years but we need to have enough of a 
presence so that we do not lose credibility. Our coalition partners and Hill staff have 
in the past have looked to us for leadership and have used our office as a main source of 
good, quality information on the ANWR issue. A one person office does not foster a great 
deal of seriousness or respect. It will be particularly important over the next several 
years . 



3. Protecting Alaska and Alaskan's Investment. Arctic Power has been a significant and 
very credible force in the ANWR debate for many years. While we have maintained 
memberships in the organization most of our funding has been through the State of Alaska, 
The investment has established a credible "brand name" organization that is far more 
recognized in D.C. than in Alaska. That is due to the fact that most of our efforts have 
been outside of Alaska as Alaskan' s have consistently support ANWR development and that is 
where the action was taking place. We have coordinated with the Governor's office, our 
Congressional Delegation and their staffs, and various other interest groups over the last 
almost 2 years. There are many, many individual Alaskan's from all across Alaska who 
have volunteered their time, energy and money toward the effort. 
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4. Maintaining an independent Arctic Power. The State of Alaska stands to be the 
biggest winner, or loser, on the ANWR issue and I know this Administration will continue 
to have a focus on it , I believe, however, that it makes a great deal of sense from a 
strategic logistical standpoint to have a well established and credible independent entity 
also focusing almost entirely on the issue. Scheduling and coordinating visits to Hill 
offices for visiting Alaskan' s on the ANWR issue is not something that I expect the 
Governor's D.C. office will or should be doing. Arctic Power can also attend coalition 
meetings and gather intelligence on the ANWR issue and in general that can, and will, be 
passed on to the Governor's office. Arctic Power has established excellent contacts with 
various media, interest groups, labor unions and individuals, in D.C. and around the 
country, and cannot maintain that effort and be a credible source on a shoestring budget. 



Here's what I think is necessary for the next several years and ask you to give it serious 
consideration. I have recently agreed to be one of the co- chairs of Arctic Power and 
pledge to work the legislature on the issue so that there is support for the funding, I 
will also, of course, also work closely with the Administration. 



We need a minimum 2 person office in. D.C. and the ability to contract with a professional 
advisory lobbyist, in D.C. on a part time basis. That will enable Arctic Power to have a 
much better impact in dealing with Hill offices and VIP meetings with coalition partner 
leaders; and, coordinate and conduct an educational effort with the new Congress after the 
2O0S elections. Arctic Power has always used a part time lobbyist to conduct some of it's 
business in D.C. and is, I think, a necessity to the effort. It is also important from a 
strategic standpoint because it is a great source of intelligence that can supplement the 
efforts of our Congressional Delegation and the Governor's D.C. office.. We also may need 
the ability to "ramp up" ' as necessary during critical times but I think that can likely be 
handled through the Governor's Office budget where warranted. 



I think we could accomplish our mission and objectives with an annual appropriation of 
$250,000 over the next 2 years. I think Arctic Power could manage to match part of the 
funding with a total of $60-100,000 per year. Those funds are currently used to maintain 
our office in Alaska and that presence is also needed for grant administration and 
compliance, coordinating Arctic Power Board and Executive Committee efforts (including 
D.C. visits), limited fundraising efforts (memberships, etc.) and general administration 
and budget maintenance. Our offices are located in donated space so there is significant 
in kind funding in addition to the amount I mentioned above. I recognize that $250,000 
annually is a significant amount but I think it is a good investment. Again, I will help 
work the legislature on the funding issue. 



I think the most important thing is to get 
you know, that makes it much easier during

From a political standpoint it provides insulation from unnecessary criticism should 
efforts to designate ANWR as wilderness be successful. I know that is not a prime concern 
of yours or the Governor's but I mention it because, after all, you are smack in the 
middle of a political system and I think this administration is doing a great job thus 
far. 



I could offer lots more but reading this will take enough of your time. Let me know what 
you think.

Andy, 

The way this is setup is not very intuitive. I am a Network Specialist and the SE Region Web Manager and this 
was not very intuitive to me and others had the same issue I experienced. The prominent blue banner links as 
they are will not work with the American with Disabilities Act(ADA) requirements because the tags on the banner 
only show Voices Across Alaska: State Budget Priorities and not click here to go to the survey, blind people will 
not be able to read the text in the image of the banner directing them that this is a link to the survey... This is why 
in the Statewide Web Functional Work Group it was previously decided that links shouldn't be in banners unless 
the alt tags (mouse over message) in the banner specifies what it links to and as a rule banner links should be 
avoided if possible. I know it makes our sites not as flashy to the eye but ft makes it easier to navigate especially 
for those that may be disabled. 

Also, the notification that was sent to all State Employees shows links that most people would expect to go to the 
survey which don't. I can understand your reason behind doing it this way soft linking as you call it, but there are 
better ways of meeting your needs that are more intuitive to the common user, which I will point out below. If it 
isn't intuitive to me I can see many other people that it would not be intuitive for as well. 

The links provided in the Statewide employee email notification didn't go to the news release instead it went to 
either Governor Palins online office page which has a banner link to the survey or to the main State of Alaska 
page which also has a banner with a link which was not intuitive because these banners look very similar to the 
banner in the notification that was sent out that links to nothing. Most people naturally look for a web link not 
banner links to the survey and the only link that looks like it may go to the survey is Gov. Invites Public Input on 
Budget which goes right back to the news release. 

It would make more sense to have the link inside the news release that goes directly to the survey or if you want 
the ability to update the link you could setup a redirect link on the State Web Server that redirects to the survey, 
this way you don't have to change the link just change the server redirect. This would allow for the redirect link to 
be sent out in the notification that would navigate the user directly to the survey and would still meet your needs of 
being able to update without resending the notification. Most users wouldn't be aware they are clicking a redirect 
link and not a hard link. 

I have done this for many of the SE Region DOT project websites because people bookmark old websites and we 
need to redirect them to the current one without having to send a notification out, or another press release to the 
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public. This is done by setting all the old web pages with redirects that point to the new web pages and it also 
gives the ability to setup a timed notification to the user that the web page has been updated and they should 
update their saved links. This is seemless and beneficial to the public, you may want to consider using this 
method in the future instead of putting the links inside other links which can lead to confusion. This also avoids 
users from having dead links to sites that may have been updated to a new location. 

We must understand as Web Managers that we need to setup our sites for people that may not be that familiar 
with the internet yet and also meet the ADA requirements. The websites that I have setup have been setup so 
they are intuitive to people that are not that proficient with navigating through web sites. The less confusion to the 
common citizen the more useful the sites will be for them. Studies have been done that show people lose interest 
or get confused or lost if they have to click too many links to get to the information they are looking for. Some 
things to consider. Thanks for the response.

Subject; UAF School of Fisheries Budget: Expansion of Undergraduate Fisheries program 

Dear Governor 

I would like to urge you to consider and support the new Bachelor of Arts program in Fisheries that UAF is 
proposing. There already exists a program for training fisheries biologists with a strong emphasis toward science 
and statistics. As you are aware, Alaska has been a leader in successful fisheries management in the State and 
Federal fisheries, with a large amount of credit going to abundant resources, favorable ocean climatic conditions, 
and adherence to "good" science in the fishery policy and management arenas. The program proposed by UAF is 
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to provide a curriculum for those that will be involved in fisheries in the broader sense (beyond biological 
management). In particular, this curriculum would be for participants in the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing 
industry (processors, marketers etc) or as a policy maker involved in the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be able to 
intelligently participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risen considerably. In order to 
be successful in this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers and understand the potential 
return on long term investments in gear, vessels, and permits. Into that equation, fishermen need to be able to 
read fishery stock assessments for trends, age class strengths, recruitment curves - much as one would read a 
stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at 
fisheries management bodies such as the Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC. While there will always be a need 
for people to speak plain and simple from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there is also a need for a 
level of understanding by some participants and decision makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries world-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ questionable 
science - with dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and a fast-track into the 
popular press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same publicity. Participants in 
fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between *good" science and "headline" science and not be 
swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are involved in fisheries have varied backgrounds. As a case in point, I currently sit on 
the NPFMC. While i have fished commercially since 1981, and have worked as a Fishery Biologist 1 (Land Use), 
have a college degree - 1 have never had a class in fisheries management - 1 have degree in forestry. Most of 
what I learned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at the elbow of some very patient people 
during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiations, Board of Fishery and Council meetings. A program like 
the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along the way - especially today as I try to explain current 
Fishery management issues to local fishermen. While there are many good knowledgeable people active in 
fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we all could have benefited greatly from a program that is being 
proposed. On tne flip side, there are also many people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but 
very little acquaintance with factual information. The proposed program would have positive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, i believe the time to start is now as things are likely to 
become more complex in the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.

Larry Persily and I will coordinate the State's efforts from here, and one or both of us 
will be' physically present at the meeting. Larry Hartig, Dick Lefebvre, and possibly 
Kenton Taylor will attendf by teleconference. 



Representatives of the North Slope Borough and, possibly, the Alaska Congressional 
delegation will be on the same panel as the State . According to Julie Kitka and Fran 
Ulmer, the Native community and the University will serve on other panels, as will 
industry and environmental representatives. 
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We will circulate draft State talking points for review. Please let me know if you have 
further guidance.

My name is Sam Bell, advocacy director for the Genocide Intervention Network. Please find the attached 
open letter sent today from our executive director, Mark Hanis, to Governor Palin. 
We are concerned about the bid from Sinopec and the company's connection to the Darfur conflict in 
Sudan, which has been labeled genocide by the President and Congress. Sinopec is the largest oil field 
services provider in Sudan and the Sudanese government relies on foreign investment, particular in the 
oil sector, to fund its military and the conflict in Darfur. 

Our organization orchestrates the Sudan divestment campaign which now encompasses 22 states, 58 
universities, and 10 cities (we are working with Alaskan legislators to introduce Sudan divestment 
legislation in the state next year). Additionally, the US Senate Banking Committee and the House of 
Representatives have passed the Sudan Accountability and Divestment Act which would prohibit certain 
companies operating in Sudan, including Sinopec, from receiving federal government contracts.

I am writing in the hopes that you would be able to assist me in my current situation. I 
am a Sergeant in the U. S. Array assigned to HKD 39th Transportation Battalion as the 
Company Supply Sergeant for two years . I am also a single mother with two lovely boys, 
whom I love dearly. My job is very demanding. I have a subordinate Soldier that work with 
me that do a great job. In my ten years of service I have never experienced this type of 
moral and motivation problem. Since I've been assigned to this unit, ray life has been a 
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very challenging task daily to stay motivated and with high morale for my subordinates. 



My boys are enrolled in the Child Development Center's before and after school care 
program. In this program my kids are dropped off at 0630 and must be picked up by 1800. In 
the Kaiserslautern Military Community, this program is operated by the Air Force and opens 
at 0630 at which time I am required to be at my first formation. I must pick them up by 
1800 at which time the child care center closes. My previous Chain of Command allowed me 
to report to work 0730 to accommodate for the daycare opening at 0630. In October a new 
Chain of Command came aboard and required that I report to first formation 0630 for 
accountability. After I reported to formation with my kids, my commander told me that I 
will not bring my kids to formation anymore. After I questioned him about a Senior NCO 
does the same thing, he replied "You do not have enough rank to do what she does." I have 
to stay to work often after 1800 and pay late fees because I do not pick up my kids in 
time. For every minute I am la 

te there is a $1.00 late fee. From July to this date I have paid $655 in late fees, attach 
is a copy of the receipts. 



I feel that my Detachment SGT has a personnel vendetta against me. The Detachment Sergeant 
often discusses my personnel issues amongst subordinate Soldier. This is unprofessional 
and unbecoming of a Senior NCO to whom subordinates suppose to look up too and draw their 
motivation and morale from. I recently was taped for my weight and was found overweight by 
1 % . I have never been counseled on my results. My 1SG have initiated chapter proceedings 
for me to be chaptered out of the Army by making an appointment on December 12 for a 
physical. 



In September I requested an open door policy to see my Battalion Commander Sergeant Major. 
I spoke to him about my situation and he told me, "I got it." As of 29 November I have not 
heard anything of this situation. I spoke to my Battalion Chaplain, Battalion Equal 
Opportunity Representative {EOR) and the Inspector General. I still have no resolve. My 
EOR told me that I have a valid complaint because people in my Chain of Command have 
singled me out. I feel that I have exhausted my chain of command and have not received and 
assistant nor resolution for this situation. 



This whole situation has exhausted me. I feel that the entire unit morale is low.' Soldiers 
returned from deployment in September and many of them are so unhappy with their work 
environment. In fear of repercussion for writing you. Honorable Young, I am requesting to 
be transferred to another command. I am suggesting the office of the Inspector General 
conduct a climate sensing session with especially the lower enlisted and junior NCOs. I 
have enclosed character letter on my behalf. My all commander and also my BN commander 
wants me to stay in the Army and go to the Warrant Officer School, attach is a copy of my 
letters of recommendation to show you what are my standards as a NCO.

Attorney General Colberg: 

I need some help. Alaska statutes (AS. 37, 07.0 14) requires the legislature to: 

(1) Review and revise the Mission and Measures for each department annually 

(2) Requires each department to measure the department's performance and accountability 
against present and agreed standards. This concept was put into place by then Senator Parnell a 
dozen years ago. In recent years the legislature has ignored its statutory responsibility. 

I would like to go into court to force both legislative bodies and their finance co-chairs to follow 
the law. Will the Department of Law assist me to prepare a case and represent me and the people 
of Alaska in a suit in court? 

On a separate issue, the people of Eagle River have clearly given the Department of 
Transportation and Public Facilities specific directions and limitations on two road upgrade 
projects in Eagle River, namely the "Eagle River Loop Road" and portions of the "Old Glen 
upgrade". For the last two years I have put in the Capital Budget strong intent language that 
reflects the desires of the community and the entire Eagle River legislative delegation. 

DOT/PF has consistently said they will ignore this budget intent language of the legislature. I 
want you to go into court on behalf of the legislature to force DOT/PF to perform as directed. 
This is clearly a separation of powers issue and as our chief defender of our state's constitution I 
believe you should take it on. If you cannot, it will seem to indicate that you are the 
administration's in-house attorney and not the people's legal guardian and advocate. Please 
understand that I am very sympathetic to you and this governor, and understand the position my 
request puts you in. I do not want to be at odds with this governor or her administration, but I 
cannot be true to my oath of office and allow this blatant disregard of our form of constitutional 
governance. 

The easiest way forward would be for the leadership of DOT/PF to realize that they are not an 
isolated kingdom of their own, and realize that we still have government that is "by the people".

In some ways I would 
like to have it established with a court decision. I would appreciate your thoughts on this. 

If you cannot bring this case yourself, I would appreciate you providing someone from the 
Department of Law or a contact person to assist me in bringing this (these) court cases forward.

I think the state really needs to 
consider a new power plant for the University of Alaska Fairbanks. The 2 coal boilers were 
built in 1962 and installed in 1963. Basically they are 1950 1 s technology retrofitted with 
newer controls. The fact still remains that they are 45 years old. Every year in May the 
Boilers are overhauled and it has been taking longer and longer each year because they are 
wearing out and parts are gettings scarce. The other 2 boilers run on fuel oil and 
boiler-4 is retrofitted with a combination gas/oil burner assembly. Coal is cheaper than 
gas but there is 10 times more equipment involved for burning coal and it is labor 
intensive to maintain, I understand there is another power plant in the works and it will 
most likely be a coal fired plant. We do need to keep up with the utility demands of the 
ever expanding University but I think the Univesity should be looking into multi fuel 
options such as waste oil and 

cooking oil (biodiesel) . UAF does have a V18 10MW diesel engine generator that was 
originally intended to run on coal slurry. My comments here are very brief and incomplete 
but the point I want to make is that UAF should be leading the way with energy 
alternatives, A co-generation plant with multi-fuel options where student engineers can 
get real experience and training would be the way to leads us into the 21 century.

At the 
time, we didn't have an Executive who embraced the concept and agencies went running away from such 
measures (Governor Knowles even vetoed my first bill on the subject). As Finance Committee Co-Chair I, along 
with others, forced the issue and all the budget subcommittees quizzed the agency reps on what results were 
being achieved for the spending. 

Now, just the opposite has occurred. We have a governor willing to embrace accountability for results but a 
legislature unwilling to use this tool. Kind of an interesting conundrum. As a legislator, ) concluded that unless the 
Executive powered this forward and moved the agencies and legislature to buy-in, results based budgeting would 
only be a marginally useful tool. And, without both Executive and Legislative buy-in, the budget wi/l always only be 
about the numbers rather than about results for Alaskans. If you would ever like to talk about this, I'm happy to do 
so.

Today at Lunch in Fairbanks I listened to Andrew Halcrow expound upon his opinion that 
the legislature 'caved' on the tax increase legislation and that AGIA will not only fail 
but delay a gas line for years to come. Of course the Alliance audience listened with open 
ears.

With the Energy 
Secretary's endorsement you would instantly empty ALL the wind from their sails. What a 
dynamic shift of power.

If President Bush and/or the Secretary of Energy is serious about getting Alaska gas to 
the lower 48 to relieve the energy crisis all the Fed would have to do is become a major 
guarantor of the construction loan of 20 - 30 billion dollars to back a company like Trans 
Canada who has the expertise. There is a good argument why they should: The Tennessee 
Valley Authority was created years ago to resolve an energy crisis. Why not create a 
similar structure, some form of Alaska Gas authority backed with Federal dollars as the 
guarantor?

The Bush Administration knows that one of the key's to saving face and achieving a 
credible exit strategy from the mid east crisis includes a successful program to reduce US 
dependence on foreign oil.

Although we do have a current unfunded liability of more than $8 billion for the state's 
retirement systems -- $3.1 billion for the Teachers Retirement System and S5.4 billion for 
the Public Employees Retirement System, this proposal is only for TRS. 



During the 2007 session, the legislature appropriated $270 million to school districts and 
the University of Alaska for TRS and $185 million to PERS employers. 



The administration will continue to take action to reduce the entire liability. 



But this proposal is for $450 million in funds from the FY08 surplus would be deposited to 
TRS to reduce the unfunded liability and provide future savings in the State's required 
contributions to TRS. 



The TRS is almost completely funded with general fund dollars. Making a FY 8 general fund 
contribution to TRS will give the State the "biggest bang for the buck" on reducing the 
amount of general fund dollars necessary in the FY03 and future budgets for the TRS. 



The projected savings to the state would be $43.1 million. The savings would continue each 
year until the unfunded liability is reduced to zero. 

The net present value of the total savings over a 25-year period is $607 million.
